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U of L group’s tax status at risk 


Foundation didn’t study compensation, "=== 
told IRS it did, director has testified

The University of Louisville Founda- 
tion is at risk of losing its tax-exempt 
status, its executive director testified in 
October — a change that would cripple 


fundraising for the university. 

Keith Sherman testified in October 
that “there’s a question about the 501(c) 
(3) status of the foundation with the 
IRS” because the foundation failed to 
conduct compensation studies to justi- 
fy the money paid to former President 
James Ramsey and other officers. 


The board of trustees has been 
considering since June whether to 
sue the foundation and its former 
officers and directors to recover lost 
endowment money. An attorney for 
the university has estimated losses at 
between $40 million and $100 million. 
[U of L Foundation executive director 
Keith] Sherman declined to comment 
on the denial of coverage or whether 
the foundation is contesting it. 


Sherman also testified that the carri- 
er that provides insurance coverage for 
the foundation’s directors and officers 
had announced it won't pay any poten- 
tial claims because of “misrepresenta- 
tions” in the foundation’s application 
for coverage.

Coroner says death 
is ‘probable suicide’

State Rep. Dan Johnson has died by 
“a probable suicide,” just two days af- 
ter allegations surfaced that he had 
sexually abused a teen- 
age girl at the church 
where he was a pastor. 

Bullitt County Coro- 
ner David Billings said 
Johnson was found 
with a single gunshot 
wound to the head at 
Greenwell Ford Road in 
Mount Washington. 
The spot is called the River Bottoms. 

House Speaker Pro Tem David Os- 
borne, R-Prospect, said in a telephone 
interview Wednesday night that he 
had received confirmation of John- 
son’s death. 

“It is with great sadness that we 
have received confirmed reports of the 
passing of Rep. Dan Johnson this eve- 
ning. Please keep his family in your 
prayers during this incredibly difficult 
time.” 

Johnson was accused by a woman 
of molesting her when she was 17 after 
a New Year’s party in 2012, according 
to a wide-ranging report published 
Monday by the Kentucky Center for In- 
vestigative Reporting. 

That was followed by calls for John- 
son’s resignation from both Republi- 
can and Democratic leaders. But at a 
press conference Tuesday morning, 
Johnson said that he wouldnt step 
down.
